His Word ſpake in me; Ere& a Juns 

Altar of the Third Degree unto'your God, 
that therefrom your Oblations may be of 
force, 'Which 'hath' been hitherto too weak, 
Then, immediately *the ' Figure: of an Altar 
was before my inward Eye built up, of Stones 
like grear Diamonds. of Square, Cut, in 
which you mightas in a Glaſs fee your own 
Face. It had four Cups in each corner, of 
one colour vs Yoed fone = 
Toregoing Idea, faying, The aſcending Al- 
tar , firall 'move che Eternal Myſtery, - for 
the Renovation of that Life, which hath 
laig as Alain under the Altar. From hence 
let.all, your mighty Cries go forthz. till you 
PE. our Sactifices with the tough-Fire 
of the. Holy Ghoſt. Then was ir-pnt to 
me to conſider, what:kind of Altar hereby 
was to'be underſtood ? And for . what uſe 
ſet apart. For we may take notice, gbat 
un thoſe Ages before Chriſt's appearing, no 
Worſhip 'of Altar: Miniſtration © was to, be

eſtimony of acceptance, which was often 
given . in. that Time. It ſo, what may be 
now . expected from fach an Altar as 1s 
rhe true, and real, Spiritual ſubſtance; of 
all, Chriſt the Lord., who according to 
the . expreſs Patern in the Heavens, is 
come. to frame and faſhion -in us his own 
perfect Figure, and -. to dedicate ,it only 
ro one. uſe. Which may- conſiſt in- a per- 
petual Commemmoration of the Blood , 
that attoneth and: taketh away the Sin. 
That ſo the Treſpaſ-offering may. have 
its Ccflation, jurdes 'p the Blood-ſprinkling 
of the Deity, which as the Seed of a Sin- 
leſs Life, . will through Nature ' ſpring, 
by which we ſhall become Perfe& Conſe- 
crated Altars to God, and only ſhall be pri- 
marily-for his uſe. Now-.it was given me 
to underſtand, that before there can; be at- 
tainment to this high facred Altar-degree, 
where ,no more of a Sin-offering is required, 
L this inftruftion from the Spirit received, 
accarding 
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2xcording to the Vion Cry. That there 
are” Altars of a threefold Conſideration, 
which the Holy Scriptures verifie. - As firſt 
Altars of Earth, then of Braſs, and rnen 
of Gold;: which had upon it only the di- 
tinguiſhing Crown. The pure Incenſe, Night 
and Day, Jed burn upon this Altar. Which 
ſignified - only Victory, and Praiſe. But 
now two Miniftrations there be, before this 
can be reached to. Therefore we muſt look 
mto our ſelves, and examine our ſclves, 
that ſo we may know to what Alrtar-de- 
ce we are come. For each one is called 
orth for to be a Confecrated Altar, that fo 
all the Figures may -be' fulfilled 1n Life, 
Power, Subſtantialiry, anſwerable 'to rhat 
great and high Altar, that is entred into 
the Holy Place in the Heavens, henceforth 
expecting © our Aſcending after lim. Now
